Since then his 
health had been failing and his 
appearances at the meetings of 
various charities and other organi- 
zations in which he was interested 
had become rarer 

Lord Baldwin was a leading fig- 


ure in the abdication crisis of | 
1936, when King Edward VIII re- 


nounced the throne to his brother, 
the present King 

The prime minister held urgent 
consultations with the heads of 
the Dominion governments, had 
audiences with the King himself 


‘and finally went to the House of 


Commons with King Edward's 
message of abdication 

Out of the abdication crisis 
Baldwin emerged one of Britain's 
most outstanding statesmen, 

ANOTHER EVENT in his long 
and distinguished career as a pub- 
lic. servant was his leadership of 
his government through the dark 
days of the 1926 general strike. 
When the strike ended Baldwin 
made a radio broadcast calling 
upon the country to forget what 
had happened and to face the 
future without class bitterness. 

During the same term of office 
Britain's poor law, unchanged for 
300 years, was completely altered 
The period also saw gradual im- 
provement of the economic condi- 
tion of the country 

In his youth Baldwin was associ- 
ated with his family’s iron foundry 
at Bewdley, Worcestershire. He 
was 41 before he entered political 
life as the conservative member 
for the Bewdley division which he 
represented in parliament for 29 
years, during 12 of which he was 
prime minister, 

Nothing in his long political 
career approached the decision he 
and the late Cosmo Gordon Lang, 
Archbishop of Canterbury, pre- 
sented to Edward VIII in Decem- 
der, 1936. 

Lord Baldwin and the archbish- 
op told the Monarch he had only 
this choice—abdication or renunci- 
ation of Wallis Warfield Simpson 

The King chose abdication and 


married the divorced American, | 


now the Duchess of Windsor 
George VI, Britain's present mon- 
arch, then succeeded the throne 

LORD BALDWIN’S death in his 
sleep came 11 years after the ab- 
dication. For two weeks before 
that event, Lord Baldwin had 
worked night and day behind the 
scenes, 

Then on Dec, 10, 1936, he stood 
before the house of commons. In 
his hand was Edward's message of 
abdication, On his tongue Was a 
story that had gripped the world. 
He was on the verge of tears. 

True to what he conceived to be 
his trust to the Empire, Baldwin 


moved that the message of abdica-| 


tion be considered, saying: 

“No more grave message has 
ever been received by parliament 
and no more difficult, and I might 
Say, more repugnant task has ever 
been imposed on a prime minister.” 

Baldwin said on Nov. 16 he told 
Edward he did not believe the 
country would approve the mar- 
riage and, in the choice of a queen, 
the voice of the people must be 
heard 

“Then,” Baldwin proceeded, “His 
Majesty said to me... ‘I am going 


to marry Mrs. Simpson, and I am) 


prepared to go.” 

WHEN THE “abdication crisis’ 
was over the prime minister be- 
came Earl Baldwin of Bewdley.
